TAXPAYERS PAY 
LESS FOR CHAFFEY 


Don Palmer Analyzes ‘“Attend- 


ance Figures for 
Lions 








Owners of real property are not 
paying as much for maintaining 
Chaffey high school and junior 


college now as they were 10 years | 


ago, yet the attendance is far 
greater now than in 1930. 

This and many other statements 
about Chaffey and its finances 
were made by Don E. Palmer at 
meeting of the Upland Lions club 
in the Red Hill country club house 
at noon yesterday. Mr. Palmer, a 
member of the Chaffey board, was 
introduced by a fellow hoard 
member, Norman S. Lawson. 

All the junior college buildings 
are paid for and the bonded in- 
debtedness on the high school dis- 
trict is only 29 per cent of the 
legal indebtedness limit, Mr. Pal- 
mer pointed out. Pomona high 
school’s bonded indebtedness is 
82 per cent of the limit. 

Enactment of the state sales 
tax several years ago was cited as 
an important factor in the reduc- 
tion of the real property tax bill. 
Source of the high school tiicome 
on the basis of percentage was 
listed by Mr. Palmer as follows: 
State, 41.88 per cent; district, 
41.29 per cent; miscellaneous, 
15.28 per cent, and federal gov- 
ernment, 1.54 per cent. 

Average daily attendance at 
Chaffey high school and junior 
college was 45 per cent greater in 
1939-40 than in 1929-30, according 
to the speaker, and with emphasis 
he pointed out that the educa- 
tional institutions are costing 
local property owners much less 
than in 1929-30.

Dean Palmer Says 
Some Trees May Be

Dean Palmer, deputy agricul- 
tural commissioner of San Diego 
county, and son of Mr. and Mrs. 
F. W. Palmer, is quoted in the 
current issue of Citrograph as 
suggesting that certain strains of 
avocade trees are immune to the 
attack of scale.

He suggested that perhaps 
the two trees were different 
strains.
